Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 


Annual  Report  1949. 

In  revi. e-wing  the  state  of  health  of  the  inhabitants  of  Marple 
xor  1949#  one  can  say  that  there  lias  been  no  deviation  from  that  of 
.he  previous  year.  Generally,  the  health  index,  if  one  may  use  the 
erm  in  a  negative  way  in  that  there  has  been  no  sickness  increases 
is  high.  his  is  not  surprising  considering  the  terrain  and  moderate 
industrialisation  of  the  neighbourhood.  It  is  more  or  less  a  closed 
c<snmnni-ty  and  confined  to  the  hills  and  dales  which  weigh  against  easy 
industrialisation  and  ready  development.  Its  residential  amenities  1 
quiet,  peace,  extensive  views,  nooks,  crannies  and  sudden  beauty  spots  - 
comparative  freedom  from  noisome  smoke,  and  the  feeling  of  fresh 
stimulating  air  make  it  indeed  a  desirable  place  in  which  to  live  and 
work.  The  Local  Authority  Services  are  an  achievement  when  one  considers 

the  high  cost  of  road  works,  building  and  piping  water  which  are  always 
higher  m  a  hilly  district. 

Vital  Statistics. 


The  population  shows  slight  increase  which  is  due  mainly  to  the 
natural,  excess  of  births  over  deaths,  and  a  slight  influx  of  new 

residents  and  reflects  in  some  measure  the  number  of  new  residences  built 
during  the  year. 


,  Infant  mortality  rate  to  a  great  extent  is  an  index  of  the  health 
of  cnila-bearing  women  but  also  to  a  g  reater  extent  is  a  measure  of  the 
care  extended  to  mothers  during  pregnancy  by  medical  practitioners  and 
Local  health  Authority  Maternity  Services.  In  1949,  the  infant  mortality 
rate  dropped  by  half  to  22  per  1000,  which  is  good.  The  birth  rate 
shows  a  slight  fall.  .  This,  although  expected,  is  to  be  regretted.  The 
ttoyal  uomraission  published  their  long  awaited  report  on  Population  this 
year  and  it  confirmed  a  most  important  trend  that  was  slowlv  taking  place, 
•nils  trend  is  for  people  to  live  longer,  coupled  with  a  falling  birth  rate. 
Ine  results  of  this  will  be  noticed  about  50  years  hence  when  there  will  be 
more  people  over  forty  than  under.  This  means  that  a  smaller  younger 
generation  will  be  supporting  a  greater  older  generation.  The  birth  rate 
must  increase  to  avoid  this. 


The  death  rate  has  fallen  to  12  per  1,000,  and  the  causes  of  death 
stxil  show  distressingly  high  figures  for  Cancer  and  Heart  disease,  these 
©mg  by  far  the  most  important  causes.  They  occur  most  amongst  the  upper 
ag©  group  and  do  not  severely  affect  the  working  and  producing  population. 
Jleart  and  circulatory  diseases  may  be  said  to  reflect  the  we ar  and  tear  of 

•  i  G1  ance!'*  however,  remains  in  the  main  unsolved  and  continues  to  take 

its  toll  regularly  year  by  year. 


Infectious  disease  incidence  has  been  average  and  there  have 
been  no  epidemics.  In  spite  of  a  high  case  rate  of  Infantile 
Paralysis  in  the  neighbouring  counties  ^arple  only  had  one  case. 

Whooping  Cough  and  Measles  were  less  than  last  year.  Diphtheria 
has  been  absent  entirely  from  the  district  for  five  years  and 
Immunisation  at  the  Schools  and  Clinics  is  being  regularly  carried 
out.  The  complete  figures  (page  11  )  showing  the  percentage  of  those 
at  risk  who  have  been  immunised  are  gratifying  at  72.40$,  but  this  is 
being  improved  upon. 

There  are  still  a  considerable  number  of  unhygienic  forms  of 
Lavatories*  i.e.  waste  water  closets  and  pail  closets.  The  objection 
to  these  lies  in  the  readiness  with  which  they  become  a  nuisance*  i.e. 
causing  odours  and  attracting  flies.  These  are  an  unsavoury  relic  of 
the  past  even  before  Queen  Victoria  ordered  the  installation  of  the  blue 
decorated  pattern  of  washdown  closet  over  100  years  ago.  The  worst 
nuisance  to  the  public  is  the  emptying  of  the  pail  closets*  which  is  also 
a  costly  business.  In  time*  wc  hope  to  see  every  one  of  these  museum 
pieces  disappear.  At  the  present  time*  however*  the  price  of  conversion 
coupled  with  the  age  of  the  property  makes  it  an  uneconomic  proposition. 
Besides*  many  of  these  properties  are  in  awkward  situations*  further 
adding  to  the  cost.  In  time* however*  more  new  houses  will  be  available 

to  replace  out-of-date  unfit  properties  and  it  would  be  unreasonable  at 
this  time  to  spend  money  in  modernising. 

Special  mention  must  be  made  of  the  work  of  Mr.  Sh&cklock,  the  Senior 
Sanitary  Inspector*  whose  report  covers  Section  G,  D  and  E  of  this  Report 
and  for  which  I  am  justly  indebted  to  him.  As  a  Medical  Officer  of 
Health  of  four  county  districts  it  is  impossible*  nor  is  it  justified*  for 
me  to  be  in  each  district  every  day.  This  inevitably  throws  a  great  deal 
of  extra  responsibility  on  the  Sanitary  Inspector.  A  county  district 
Sanitary  Inspector*  where  there  is  only  a  part-time  Medical  Officer  of  Health, 
has  a  much  more  exacting  duty  than  on©  who  has  a  whole- time  Medical  Officer 
of  Health.  Mr.  Chaeklock  Has  shouldered  this  extra  responsibility  with 
quiet  unhurried  efficiency  and  has  been,  since  I  came  to  the  district*  a 
great  standby  to  me.  It  needs  no  words  of  mine  to  tell  the  Marple  Counci  1 
of  his  merits  because  they  are  already  aware  of  his  loyalty  and  devotion  to 
duty,  but  it  is  necessary  for  mo  to  record  my  appreciation  of  his  help 
and  co-operation. 

Mr.  Chaddorton,  His  Assistant,  must  also  deserve  mention  for  his  share 
in  the  work  of  the  Department. 

I  must  thank  the  Clerk  for  his  close  co-operation  and  helpfulness 
throughout  my  difficult  first  year  of  office.  His  guidance  on  legal  and 
other  matters  has  always  been  sound. 

To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Health  Committee  my  thanks  are  due 
for  their  understanding  and  support.

A  first  class  water  supply  from  Stockport  Corporation  is  fed  to 
this  part  of  the  Urban  District  but  unfortunately  owing  to  the  need 
for  scraping  or  renewal  of  old  water  mains  and  the  need  for  larger 
mains  caused  by  the  development  ol  the  district  oheie  has  not  been  a 
sufficient  supply  available  at  all  times  in  some  areas#  This  matter 
is  receiving  the  attention  of  the  Council  and  arrangements  for 
improved  distribution  have  been  made  and  the  work  put  in  hand.  Some 
improvements  have  been  carried  out  during  this  year.

The  water  supplied  to  Ludworth  from  local  gathering  grounds  has 
been  regarded  as  unsatisfactory  for  some  years,  as  the  reports  on 
samples  from  Devils  Elbow  and  Cote  Green  Reservoirs  Indicate  pollution 
does  occur  from  time  to  time  and  apart  from  this  a  long  period  of 
drought  renders  these  supplies  inadequate. 

Work  on  a  scheme  for  provision  of  a  satisfactory  supply^ from 
Stockport  was  commenced  during  the  year  and  the  new  supply  will  be 
available  next  year .

The  water  supplied  to  Mel lor  comes  from  Harrymoor  and  is 
normally  of  good  quality  and  sufficient  quantity.

Me  11 or  and  Ludworth  Area®  The  Sewage  works  at  Low 
Marple  provides  for  the  major  part  of  the  built  up  area  the 
remainder  being  unsewered  and  dependent  on  septic  tanks  or 
the  conservancy  system®  The  number  of  septic  tanks  throughout 
the  district  tends  to  increase  owing  to  the  modernisation 
of  some  of  the  old  houses  formerly  without  water  closets. 


2  o  Rivers  and  Streams. 

A  most  attractive  feature  of  the  Urban  District  is 
the  valley  of  the  River  Goyt.

During  the  year  the  collection  of  Waste  Paper  for 
salvage  was  discontinued.

'two  more  farms  have  been  brought  up  to  the  required  standard  for 
Tuberculin  Tested  licences. 

Meat  Inspection. 

There  are  eighteen  butchers  shops  in  the  Urban  District,  also  one 
travelling  shop  and  ten  slaughterers.  Only  one  licence  has  been  issued 
during  the  year  for  slaughterhouse  and  2  licences  to  slaughter. 

Since  the  operation  of  the  Centralised  Slaughtering  Scheme  under  the 
Ministry  of  Food  in  1940, the  slaughterhouses  in  the  Urban  District 
have  not  been  used,  the  home  killed  meat  being  allocated  from  the 
Stockport  Ho.
